ABBEVILLE AGAININ ASHES 


A Repetition of the Disaster of Janu- 
ay. 147¢-Vue-Feourth cithe HBuni- 
m@ss Houses Destreyed. 


From the Charleston News.]} 
ABBEVILLE, November 17. 


Another terrible fire has devastated Abbe 
ville. We have hardly yet recovered trom 
the conflagration of that night of lorrors in 
last January, wheu the Marshall Mouse and 
Knox Range were destroyed, and now the 
lire fend has again run riot in the fair- 
est portion of our town. The shrill ery 
of “fire” roused the inhabitants at abou’ 
one o'clock this morning, and the 
fire raged until late this afternoon. Tie 
streets have been filled with wrecks of barn 
og buildings piles of merchandise reseued 
from destruction, flying families startied 
from their slumber by the spread of th 
fl'mes, and the day has been one of greni 
excitement. 

sue sew eourt house is burned, and with it 
have been destroyed all the books and records 
vf the various county flicers, including the 
offices of tbe sberiff, Clerk of Court 
and County Commissioners. This will 
cause incaiculable confusion in the 
sectilement of accounis, the -4rixl of 
criminal cases, and the adjustment of land 
voundaries. It is impossible now to give aii 
ihe losses in detail, but the general result may 
ve atated as follows: One-fourth of the 
finest business part of Abbeville, which was 
fast rising from the ashes of last winter's 
conflagration, bas again been destroyed, end 
the loss in buildings and merchandise will 
aot fali short of $50,000. Of this amount 
perhaps one-half is covered by in- 
surance, mostly in Seuthern com 
panies. Many of the losers are ruined; 
uthers are almos. covered by their insurance 
Che blow is a crushing one, and it would al- 
mOst seem that a terrible fatality attends the 
old town of Abbeville. The merchanis, how 
ever, are undaunted even by this double dis 
aster, and if their lasurances prove good most 
of them will rebuild. H.

HE MAKES A PROFOUND IMPRESSION. 


From the Selma Times } 

We fear that any attempt to epitomize Gen. 
Toombs address will convey but little ides of 
the d stinguished orators effort. We cannot 
refrain, Lowever, from attempting a brief ab- 
stract of his remarks. 

After a graceful and appropriate introduc- 
tion by Cvionei Saffoid, the President of the 

“Pair Association, General Toombs tock the 
stand, and after a few introductory remarks, 
in which he took occasion to refer to his 
nting experience, pursued his subject. 
Bold, said the eloquent ér, is not wealth ; 
all the yold in the world, were there nothing 
else, could cot make a " single ration for a 
hungry man, nora fig leaf for a naked being. 
These things come from the earth alone. 
Qur last recourse is mother earth; hence ag- 
riculture is the earliest pursuit of man. There 
can be no peace, no rest for mankind unless 
they know that where they sow they will 
reap. The great question we have to deal 
with is, how shall be bestowed our industry 
on this magnificent country of ours so as to 

reap the greatest profit. 

The first thing we have goi to do, is to see 
what product is best suited to the portion of 
the earth in which we live. Men have 

reached about Southern people oss 
bay as a money crop; about their raising a 
manner of things instead of cotton, but ex- 
perience has taught us that cotton is the 
peculiar ; roduct of this country; it made it 
rich and powerful; no country ever rose to 
wealth and power with tbe rapidity of the 
South.
